DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Movie producer Harvey Weinstein was seen 
Wednesday getting off the Hamptons Subway 
at the Georgica stop with a 16 mm camera to 
film the platform there for a new documentary, 
he said. Gwyneth Paltrow, her blond. hair 
shimmering in the breeze from an open subway 
window, was seen heading east toward Montauk 
from the Amagansett station on Thursday. 


TOO OVER THE TOP 

Commissioner Aspinall, trying to second guess 
President Trump, ordered white lines put 
down facing every platform’s edge so that, for 
the six cars on every train, when they pulled 
up, the people from the six earth’s habitable 
continents could all get in the subway car 
designated for them. Painted between the white 
lines were EUROPE, ASIA, AUSTRALIA, AFRICA, 
NORTH AMERICA and SOUTH AMERICA. The 


following morning, after protests from the 
riders, the names were all scrubbed out, with 
the first five cars being for EVERYBODY and 
the sixth car being for TERRORISTS.

CONTRACT RENEWAL TIME 

The Subway restaurant chain, which has a one- 
year contract to have kiosks on all the platforms 
in the system, is coming up on renewal time. We 
have asked for a 9% increase since they have 
increased the length of the foot longs from 
11” to 12,” which seems fair, but they are 
balking at this. We are therefore entertaining 
offers from Chipotle and Wendy’s for the lease. 
Please ask at our token booths for a ballot 
sheet and tick off your preference—either keep 
Subway at the same rate as last year, or sign 
up with Wendy’s or Chipotle at the higher rate, 
which they have indicated would be acceptable. 
Fold your ballot. and, before May 31, slip it into 
one of the suggestion boxes attached to the wall 
of every platform. 


BAD AIR 

Those noticing the “bad air” in the subway cars 
on the stretch between Sag Harbor and Noyac 
should direct their lawsuits at Alvin Satterfield 
Phillips of 41 Noyac Drive who had covered up 
the subway exhaust grating on his lawn with 
plastic, informing us that his home is his cone 
and he can do that.

ERRATIC DRIVER IN CUSTODY 

On Friday afternoon, the Hamptons Police were 
notified of an erratic driver operating a vehicle in 
Southampton Village. Police were able to locate 
the vehicle from the description they received. 
After following the driver in his vehicle for close 
to half an hour, a patrol officer pulled the driver 
over and placed him under arrest. “While the 
driver proved to be completely sober, we were 
able to document that he was doing all kinds of 
strange stuff behind the wheel,” said Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “For example, 
as he approached intersections he would slow 
down—which is nothing unusual—but then 


he would actually stop his vehicle. If. there. 


were other cars approaching the intersection 
from other directions, he would sometimes 
allow the other cars to proceed ahead of 
him.” Hirsch went on to describe a peculiar 
phenomenon the man’s vehicle exhibited while 
under observation. “On several occasions a 
strange flashing light would appear above one 
or the other side of the car’s rear bumper— 
like something out of a sci-fi movie. At first 
we were mystified, but from careful study of 
the dashboard video retrieved from the patrol 
car, our investigators have noticed a pattern 
to these events. They always occurred right 
before instances of the driver changing his 
direction of travel. We’re not sure whether the 
driver was purposely activating this flashing, 
but we feel strongly that it is a potentially 
dangerous distraction to other drivers, and 
our investigators would like to know how these 
flashing lights came to be installed over the 
vehicle’s bumper.” The police investigation 
is ongoing, and police are encouraging 
members of the public to = what information 
they can.. 


BUT IS IT ART? 

Hamptons officials recently issued a warning to 
residents who have so-called “artist’s studios” 
on their properties. According to law, these 
structures are permitted as long as they are not 
habitable spaces and as long as they are used for 
the production of art. Going forward, Hamptons 
Police are authorized to inspect these studios 
regularly in order to confirm that they aren’t 
inhabited and that art is being produced in 
them. “And we’re not talking finger painting, 
either,” remarked Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “Our Art Inspection Unit is going 
to be looking very carefully at canvases and 
sculpture to determine the viability of the art 
being produced. If we decide what we’re seeing 
doesn’t qualify as art, there’s a problem.” When 
challenged on his department’s ability to make 
such determinations, Hirsch was dismissive. 
“Look, if-your stuff’s kitschy or derivative, it 
will be reflected in our report. If you can’t do 
better, you might want to look into becoming an 
accountant, Okay?” a

The Long Tow

y father took to Montauk like a duck to 

water when we moved there in 1956. As the 
pharmacist, he was a respected member of the 
’ community. At times, it meant getting up in the 
middle of the night to fill a prescription. He did 
that, and he never let anybody down. He joined 
the fire department. I still have his red firemen’s 
hat hanging on the bedroom wall at my home. 
Every time I look at it, | can see him out there 
in the middle of the street, wearing it, directing 
traffic around the fire, wherever it might be, 
as the younger men in the department, with 
all their fire equipment, put the fire out. Dad 
also bought a small fishing boat, a 29-foot affair 
with an inboard engine and a little cabin and a 
wheelhouse. He kept it in Montauk Harbor and 
loved to go fishing in it for blues out at the Point 
under the lighthouse. He found time to do that 
with some friends about once a week. 

He and I, and maybe three of his fishing 
buddies, would walk out the dock to the 
Montauk Marine Basin, where we'd say hello to 
Carl Darenberg Jr., a man covered with engine 
grease who owned the place. Then we’d get on 
the boat and go out. I did this with him maybe 
twice. The first time, when I got seasick, I was 
told it was pretty rough out there. The second 
time I got seasick there were no excuses. It was 


calm as glass. I went below and lay on one of the 
bunks, groaning softly until we got back. Going 
out in fishing boats was not for me. 

What a fate, I thought, as I was assisted up the 
dock to the car. Here | am, the newspaperman 
in a fishing village and | can’t go out in a boat. 

Carl Darenberg Jr. ran the marina with his 
family, which consisted of his wife and two kids 
and two black labs. Out in front of the marina, 
he had a 20-foot steel crane for hauling boats 
and a heavy-duty fish scale. If you caught an 
800-pound swordfish or shark, he could haul 
it up with the scale winch, weigh it and take 
pictures of it. He had a general store and 
a garage on the property into which you 
could haul ships in order to rebuild engines and 
repair hulls. 

I went to see Carl Darenberg in the springtime, 
as I did every other merchant in town in those 
years. He would listen patiently as I told him 
my plans for the newspaper that summer and 
what the different sized ads cost. Sometimes, as 
I told him about it, I was surprised that he didn’t 
seem to acknowledge my enthusiasm in any 
way. Others did when I talked about the virtues 
of the paper.

Carl, who was working out of a trailer. He had 
signed up for an ad.

That Overpass 


Kamikazee Truckers Force the RR to Raise the Trestle 4 Feet 


BY DAN RATTINER 


News Item: State to raise railroad overpass in 
-East Hampton four feet. 


f there were ever an example of how public 

protests can make a difference, consider 
what has happened at the railroad overpass on 
North Main Street in East Hampton. 

_Five years ago, this village decided it had seen 

enough drivers of tall trucks failing to negotiate 
their vehicles successfully under the overpass. 
No one would be injured, but crashes happened 
about five times a year. Sometimes the trucks 
would wedge halfway through. Sometimes the 
_ trucks would hit the side of the overpass. In 
- either case, it would be a mess. 
_ This would happen in spite of the big 
- yellow sign that read 10’-0” LOW CLEARANCE 
BRIDGE AHEAD on the side of the overpass. The 
village kept a stockroom full of these signs to 
keep ahead of the game. 

Tostop this, thevillage decided totake extreme 
measures. Three enormous yellow street 
signs reading 10’-0” LOW CLEARANCE BRIDGE 
AHEAD were soon planted along North Main 
Street wherethetruckers approach the overpass. 
One was 100 feet from the overpass. The next was 
50 feet from it and the third was just 20 feet 
from it. Unfortunately, this part of North 
Main Street runs alongside the easterly side ofthe 
grassy lawn upon which sits the beautiful historic 


splendid view of the windmill. 

Residents objected to this horrible blocking 
of the mill. The village said they were needed to 
stop people smashing into the overpass. 

For the next four years, the number of trucks 
crashing into the overpass reduced from five 
a year to, on average, four. The signs brought 
only a slight improvement, the protesters 
noted. East Hampton has been called the most 
beautiful village in America. Surely the village 
would lose that designation if those enormous 
signs remained up. 

Protests continued, but the village 
would not be moved. And so, last November, 
a small group of activists decided it 
was time to take action. Meeting secretly at 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars building nearby, 
they created a group called “Overpass 
Bashers.” The word went out to trucking 
companies in the area, particularly to those 
committed to the beautification of North 
Main Street. “Overpass Bashers” was looking 
for drivers who would deliberately crash tall 
trucks into the side of the overpass. The goal 
would be to increase the number of crashes 
and convince the village fathers that these 
signs were not only a complete failure, but were 
actually a distraction causing more and more 
crashes. Remove the signs! : 

The owners of nearby trucking companies 
answered the call. Each of them had an old 
tall truck or two in the yard they could spare. 


smashing their trucks into the side of the 
overpass once a month. At this rate, there would 
be a dozen “Overpass Bashers” accidents over 
the course of 2017. If that wouldn’t persuade 
the village to give up the ghost on the signs, 
nothing would. 

During the first three months of this year, 
officials were clearing out one truck wreckage 
on North Main Street just in time for the next. 


- It made no sense. The signs were there. How 


could these truckers keep failing to see them? 
By April 17, just four months into this effort, the 
sixth crash of the year took place—four by the 
Kamikazes and two by others. The two others 
had been a garbage truck and a box truck. 
The effort was heading, if this continued, to 
18 crashes in 2017. 

And so, the village caved. This past Monday, 
the Metropolitan Transportation Authority 
announced it will spend almost $20 million to 
raise the overpass from 10 feet to 14 feet so 
even the tallest truck can proceed under it. 
When the project is completed—it is expected 
to take a year and a half—the big yellow 
signs will come down, once again revealing the 
breathtaking beauty of Hook Mill. The project 
will also include raising the nearby Accabonac 
overpass from 10 and-a-half feet to 14 feet. 

Jubilation in the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
building overtook the membership of the 
“Overpass Bashers” as that organization voted 
itself out of business, its work done. 

So there you have it. Powerful protests get

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From Tragedy to Grace: Local Man Redefines Giving 


ag Harbor’s Myron Levine is on a 

mission. In his own words, “[This_ is] 
something that will revolutionize charitable 
giving. I believe it will go viral and become a 
nationally known entity. And it all originated 
because of what happened to me here on the 
East End of Long Island.” 

“Unfortunately, Donors Unite’s genesis was 
due to a personal tragedy. We lost our eldest 
son Joshua in 2010 due to a tragic accident ona 
farm in Amagansett. The outpouring of love and 
support Sue, I, our grandchildren and daughter- 
in-law received from the East End community 
was amazing. The community was more like the 
fictional town, Mayberry, from The Andy Griffith 
Show than the place people associate with ‘the 
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Hamptons.’ So, I decided to 
pay the community back by 
founding the charity All for 
The East End (AFTEE), which 
raised and—through a grant 
process administered by 
the Long Island Community 
Foundation—granted in 
excess of $100,000 to East End 
charities over the past three 
years. (AFTEE still exists and 
can be found at aftee.org.) 

“My work with AFTEE put 
igme in direct contact with 
many leaders of the not-for- 

profit community on the East 
End. In talking to them, it struck 
me that they were faced with 
an almost impossible task in trying to increase 
their funding to support their respective 
missions. Traditionally charities are all funded 
through access to the same pot of money— 
charitable donations. While that pot is large, 
$355 billion last year, it’s basically finite and 
does not go up or down much from year to 
year. To the extent, if you look to that pool of 
money to raise additional funds for charities, 
all you’re doing is reallocating money from one 
charity to another. In effect, it puts charities in 
competition with each other.

“As nonprofits continuously 
struggle to raise suffient dollars 
to fund their work, Donors Unite 
could be a saving grace.” 


“So, I put on my entrepreneurial hat and 
tried to think of a solution. Eureka! I needed 
to find a different pot. That pot is the money 
spent each year on gifts.

responsibility. The Donors Unite website, which 
[at press time is set to] go live on May 3, has a 
‘Give Where You Live’ search engine with over 
1.5 million public charities, easily searchable

zip code and radius. Every public charity in that 
geographical area is then listed. One can then 
purchase a charity gift card to send to someone 
who then gifts the card to a charity named by 
the purchaser; or better yet, lets the recipient 
name the charity by using the redemption code 
printed on the card. The total cost of a Donors 
Unite charity gift card is 100% tax deductible. 
“While even one charity gift card can truly 
make a difference, imagine the impact if large 
numbers of individuals and businesses start 
to use them as a substitute for material gifts 
they might normally purchase. Just .01% would 
amount to over $1 billion in new funding for 
charities. I believe that most of this funding 
will go to support the smaller community- 
based charities that do the heavy lifting in 


our local communities. My goal is simple:

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Barbara Grey

—— Barbara Grey, whose “Rose” 
if | blooms on this week cover, 
works as a painter and 
collagist and is a member of 
the member-owned and run 
cooperative art gallery bj. 
spoke, in Huntington. 


Can you discuss your 
inspiration for this piece? 

I visited the most amazing 
rose garden in Portland, with every variety 
and color imaginable, and took a lot of close- 
up photos. When | decided to do a mostly 
watercolor show, this was my starting point. I 
did the rose in watercolor, then added a few 
touches of collage. The leaves are also collage, 
and don’t look like real rose leaves. This is 
almost an abstract essence of a rose. 

You’ve said your photographer’s eye was 
helpful when it came to your painting. Can 
you expand on that? 

Ever since I was at Girl Scout camp with my 
little box camera, I’ve been planning my photos, 
waiting for the right moment, moving to a 
better angle (I didn’t realize this at the time, but 
it’s obvious from the photos). When I traveled 
to Europe | saw paintings everywhere. Since 
I didn’t paint, | took careful photos. ’m now 
painting some of those photos.

You’ve also read a lot of instructional books. 
What piece of advice was most useful? 

One book said, in effect, “The world is not 
made up of lines. It’s made up of shapes.” That 
really resonated with me. Thinking and seeing 
in three dimensions makes it easier for me to 
build my images. 

Can you talk about b.j. spoke gallery and the 
importance of artists working together? 

Being part of a collective lets me learn from 
many people with their own styles. Advice and 
criticism is invaluable. We have “theme shows” 
that take us out of our comfort zone. We have 
our own show every two years and I try to come 
up with a new technique or perspective for 
the show. Whenever I walk in the door I’m still 
thrilled that | belong there! 

As a collagist and painter can you discuss 
- some differences between the two? 

Painting and collage are polar opposites. 
Watercolor especially is spontaneous, 
unpredictable, never entirely under the control 
of the artist. Rarely does a painting turn out 
exactly as I expected. It often goes in a direction 
that I like and improves the work. Sometimes 
it teaches you “Don’t do that again!” Collage, 
on the other hand, needs to be planned, the 
- template drawn precisely. Collage is meticulous. 
I can spend much time sorting through boxes of 
papers for just.the right color or texture. I love 
to watch the picture emerge as the pieces are 
put down. 


Do you prefer one to the other? 
I’m glad I don’t have to choose. 
I use the medium that suits 
the subject matter. I love the 
geology of the Southwest and 
feel that collage expresses the 
strength and essence of these 
subjects. I think I find collage 
to be more fulfilling, maybe 
because: of the detailed effort 
involved. And they do turn out 
more as | imagined they would. 
Is there another collage artist 
who inspires you, who you 
think our readers should know? 
I have books by Nita Leland 


and Gerald Brommer that have 
taught me a lot. 

Where can readers see more of 
your work? 

At least one piece is at 
b.j. spoke every month except 
March and August, when we 
have competitions. I’m working 
toward my next solo show at 
the gallery, which should 
happen next spring. At this 
point I’m doing linear art, 
something new for me. We'll see 
what the next year produces.

Peter Marino’s Hamptons Garden in a Book 


BY BRIAN CUDZILO 


eter Marino’s Hamptons estate covers 

12 acres and is a stark contrast to his biker-style 
persona, what with all the leather and tattoos. In 
a new art book, The Garden of Peter Marino 
(Rizzoli, $85), we get to see a slightly. different 
side of the Harley-riding architect through an 
unprecedented look into his home landscape—a 
once indifferent property that Marino has 


transformed over the course of two decades. 

A friend who visited Marino one June, when 
his garden is at its most beautiful, exclaimed, 
“This could only be the garden of an architect— 
and an American one at that!” Marino goes on to 
explain, in his introduction, that she made the 
comment because his gardens were created in “a 
series of different outdoor ‘rooms,’ all squares or 
rectangles, with everything organized on a single 
axis.” The Garden of Peter Marino is itself divided into 


11 sections, each dedicated to a particular “room” of 
the vast expanse of the garden. There’s the “color- 
wheel” of Purple, Red, Yellow and- Pink Gardens; 
the Azalea, Hydrangea and Rose Gardens; the Great 
Lawn, the only all-green space, which also features a 
19th century bronze, “Diana with the Stag,” standing 
watch; the Forest, which Marino describes as “Harry 
Potter-esque...because the 100-year-old trunks of the 
zelkova trees are animal-like and fanciful;” the Allée, 
featuring two parallel walls of American holly trees 
and an owl totem; and the Orchard. The gardens also 
contain nearly 40 sculptures by Claude and Francois- 
Xavier Lalanne whimsically interspersed throughout. 
Claude Lalanne, author of the book’s forward, says 
of Marino: “Peter’s an exceptional man with a great 
talent, funny as well as totally nuts.” 
The first three-quarters of the book presents 
photographer Jason Schmidt’s—whose own books, 
_Artists and Artists II, are also well worth a purchase— 
photos of Marino’s first-class contemporary 
landscapes over all seasons and many years. He 
captures a rainbow of color in his images, which are

presented in a variety of sizes on the page. There 
are instances of pictures taken at a distance and 
centered on about a quarter of one page, next to a 
full-page close-up of the same image. Many images 
are spread over two pages. There’s even a four-panel 
pull-out centerfold capturing the Azalea Crescent, 
which Marino says took him “almost 20 years of 
planting to create, adding more and more azaleas to 
the oval-shaped mounds (Continued on next page)

each year.” Perhaps our favorite photo 
in this first section comes just one page 
later: a sculpture of a bull, nose-deep 
in azaleas; and on the next page, a two- 
page closeup of the same bull.

Harry Benson Revealed at New T Gallery

t a time when you're more likely to see local 

galleries closing or downsizing, a brand new 
venue, Southampton’s T Gallery, is opening with 
bold optimism and a fresh crop of artists that will 
surely make it a standout in the Hamptons scene. 

Helmed by former J. Crew Talent Director and 
agent for some of the world’s most famous celebrity 
and fashion photographers, Therese Ryan Mahar, 
T Gallery is launching its series of summer 
exhibitions this Friday, May 5. The inaugural 
show, “Through the Lens,” offers a selection of 
images by legendary photographer Harry Benson, 
and Mahar couldn’t be more thrilled. 

“Harry is one of photography’s greatest rebels,” 
the new gallerist says of the 87-year-old native of 
Scotland, known for photographing many of the 
most important people and moments in history 
and pop culture, including Winston Churchill, John 
F. Kennedy, The Beatles, Bill and Hillary Clinton, 
Muhammad Ali, Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. and the 
Robert F. Kennedy assassination, to name a few. “His 
talents cannot be categorized,” Mahar continues. 
“Most photographers have one or two areas they 
specialize in, but Harry’s range is limitless.” 

“You want to try other things, but you don't 
want to go too far off of what you do,” Benson says 
describing the work in “Through the Lens.” “I don’t 
like studio work, although I’ve done a lot of it...but I 
like pictures to be spontaneous and with movement,

and it could never happen again,” he adds. “And that, 
to me, is a good photograph.” 

Mahar and Benson have been friends now for some 
years, and she’s very excited to be exhibiting three 
photographs from his archive that have never been 
shown in large format at a gallery before. “I’m really 
excited about those,” Mahar says. “One of the things 
that keeps me so fascinated with Harry is I think the 
world is really aware of a certain body of work, but 
his archives are limitless.” 

But above all, “Harry’s work is such truth,” Mahar 
says, getting to what makes Benson’s photographs so

great, whether he’s shooting Civil Rights marches or 
a Somali refugee camp—one of the images featured 
in “Through the Lens”—or celebrities and wealthy 
Palm Beach socialites.

It’s important for the community to 
support our local farmers and wineries. 

Local produce is far superior to a 
supermarket product.

aroma from the cheese as it melted. 

As time went on I used to watch both my 
grandparents cook. My grandfather, who 
was a chef, used to let me help him in the 
kitchen—my reason for becoming a chef.

He taught me finesse, 
caring and how to put a lot of love into 
everything I prepare. 

Would you agree that chefs and farmers 
have a lot in common in that both are a 
little crazy and overworked?

I love 
their ability to constantly push the envelope, which 
has resulted in some truly unique wines—such as 
their orange wines. I appreciate their playful and 
experimental approach to their wines.” 


What’s your favorite rosé? 

Obviously, our own rosé, Rosé Piscine! | first 
became acquainted with the rosé culture in Saint-— 
Tropez in July 2009, while in Europe for a July 
wedding. I loved the concept of drinking refreshingly 
cold rosé on the beach, in the heat of summer. When 
I met our partners at Vinovalie in South West France, 
I immediately fell in love with Rosé Piscine because

I worked with my Brazilian business partners 
to import and launch the brand in Brazil, 
which was an astounding success.

What’s the worst thing you’ve ever had to drink? 

The bowl of kava {a fermented beverage made 
from pepper plant roots] that I drank in Vanuatu 
this past November while on a spearfishing trip in 
the South Pacific. In fact, kava is so bad that my 
spearfishing buddy at the kava bar ended up quickly 
evacuating the contents of his stomach. 


What’s the best thing you’ve ever had to drink? 
After the U.S. financial crisis, | acquired hundreds 
of bottles of the world’s best wines from Bordeaux 
and Burgundy from U.S. collectors for export to, and 
resale in, Brazil. For me, it was simply an arbitrage 
play; instead of commodities or equities, the trade 
involved some of the best wines in the world. At 
the time, Brazil was riding the commodities super 
cycle and its currency was massively overvalued. 
Brazil had a lot of extremely wealthy wine drinkers 
who didn’t want to wait 20 years to drink a 100-point 
Petrus or Chateau Lafite. At one point, I discovered 
that one of the bottles of wine I intended to export to 
Brazil had a seriously damaged and bin-soiled label. 
My heart dropped when | discovered that it was 
one of the two bottles of 100-point 1990 Domaine de 
la Romanee-Conti La Tache that had been presold 
to a Brazilian banker in Sao Paulo, who was a

stickler for perfect labels. I ended 
up taking the bottle to a steakhouse 
in Birmingham, Michigan (where I 
lived at the time) and invited two 
friends. We all agreed that it was 
the best bottle of wine we ever had. 
1 sometimes wonder if the Brazilian 
banker regretted his insistence on 
perfect labels; | doubt he has come 
across another bottle of this perfect 
vintage since. 


How old were you when you knew 
that you’d have a career in wine? 
As a child, | had very unusual 
career ideas. I predicted in second 
grade that the world would have an 
oversupply of firemen. I therefore 
decided that I wanted to be the 
captain of a ship. | did manage 
to partially fulfill this dream many 
years later by becoming a ship 
owner in the Brazilian oil and 
gas industry when | left Goldman 
Sachs in Europe. While running the 
shipping business in Brazil, a family 
friend asked me to help him with his 
wine importation and distribution 
business. I was 30 at the time 
and just fell in love with the wine 
industry. At the time, we mainly 
worked with Chilean and French 
wines, but expanded our portfolio 
to include some incredible wines 
from Italy, Hungary and California. 
Unlike finance, shipping and 
technology, where I had spent a 
great deal of my adult professional 
life, | found a contagious passion 
among the people I met and dealt with in the wine 
‘ industry. I have always gravitated toward people with 
a pure and focused passion. | find that many of the 
folks I meet in the wine industry, from winemakers to 
importers, are involved in the industry because they 
are truly passionate about what they do. 


What do you have in your kitchen right now that 
_ would make another wine or food pro jealous? 

My sourdough starter! I’m a huge fan of Chad 
Robertson of Tartine Bakery in San Francisco and 
his naturally leavened sourdough bread method 
—“Country Bread.” Chad spent years rediscovering 
the way that bread was made with natural leaven 
200 years ago in France. 

The sourdough starter in my kitchen has been 
going for almost a year. | have shared it with 
countless friends and family members, who maintain 
and use the starter, should mine happen to die out 
over the course of a long trip. Using my sourdough 
starter, a Dutch oven to mimic the effects of a steam 
injection oven, and Chad’s method I can make 
the best bread you’ve ever tasted! When I travel 
from Miami to my house in East Hampton, | often 
bring my sourdough starter with me, which 
profoundly confuses the Transportation Security 
Administration (TSA). 


What skill or concept have you learned recently 
that you’re eager to use in your work? 
I’ve recently come to appreciate the role of

Is fine dining dying or just going 
through a transformation? 

While I was the CEO of talentReef, 
the leading HR software platform 
for the restaurant and retail 
industries, | would rub shoulders 
on a weekly basis with most of 
the top executives in the US. 
restaurant industry. My conclusion, 
based on many conversations, 
is that fine dining is already 
dead. That being said, | still feel 
that there’s a place for it in our 
culture, even if it’s no longer 
mainstream and often no longer 
financially viable. 


I could create a fine meal with 
just these five ingredients: beef 
tenderloin, fresh rosemary, sea 
salt, butter and asparagus. While 
I love grilling as much as the 
next guy, I have found an amazing 
way to prepare beef tenderloin. 
I start with an extremely hot cast 
iron skillet, to which | add a bit of 
olive oil (or butter, if I’m limited to 
five ingredients). I sear the sea salt 
rubbed steaks (a pepper rub is 
great’. 1-4 addition «,to .. the sea. ~ salt) 
90 to 120 seconds per side. | then throw in 
the chopped fresh rosemary and a bit more 
butter before placing the skillet in a 500° F oven for 
3-4 minutes. For the asparagus I would 
quickly blanch and then sauté in butter and 
sea Salt.
